This 
picture, which probably celebrated his retirement in 1804, 
was first in the possession of John Hanson (1759-1839) of 
Bromley Hall, Colchester, and The Rookery, Woodford, 
Hssex, son of William Hanson of Osmundthorp Priory, 
near Leeds, a wealthy merchant banker of the City of 
London, who had hunting boxes at Fillybrook, near 
Leyton, and Whipps Cross, now the South Entrance of 
Epping Forest. John Hanson is introduced by Wolsten- 
holme into his picture of The Epping Forest Hunt (vide 
“The Field,” January, 1927). On his death the picture 
passed to his daughter Elizabeth, wife of Sir James 
Brabazon Urmston, President of the H.E.I.C. Service in 
China; then to Col. Henry Brabazon Urmston, Bengal 
Staff Corps, of Ardenlee, Maidstone, from whom it des- 
cended to the present owner. For further particulars 
see back of print in next lot.

Sir Henry Frederick Campbell (1769-1856) who was the 
grandson of John Campbell of Cawdor (1695-1777) and 
first cousin of John, first Baron Cawdor (died 1821), 
entered the army in 1786. After serving in Holland and 
Flanders in 1793-4, Sir Henry (then a Colonel) proceeded 
to the Peninsula in command of the 2nd Brigade of 
Guards, and was present at several important engage- 
ments. A severe wound received at Talavera compelled 
him to return to England. In 1811, however, he rejoined 
the army as Major-General and again commanded the 
Guards at the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. Succeeding to 
the command of the 1st Division, he was present at the 
battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, and siege of 
Burgos, for which service he was made a K.C.B. An 
A.D.C. to the King, Sir Henry, in 1808, married Emma, 
daughter of Thomas Williams, Esq., M.P. 

A half-length portrait of Sir Henry was engraved by 
C. Turner in 1806, after the figure in this picture.
